Campus  Ministry's  SEND  program  ventured  off 
to  8  different  locations  over  the  winter  and  spring 
breaks.  They  explored  various  issues  of  injustice 
and  began  to  learn  about  the  humanity  of  people 
who  are  in  poverty.  The  SEND  trips  began  in  January 
with  a  trip  to  Camden,  NJ.  Students  explored  the 
city  and  offered  ministry  of  presence  to  those  who 
are  oppressed  in  both  Philadelphia  and  Camden.  The 
spring  break  trips  expanded  this  year  to  7  service 
sites.  Students  worked  with  issues  of  education, 
health  care,  homelessness,  housing,  hunger  and  also 
performed  relief  work  in  the  Gulf  Coast.  In  total 
59  students  and  9  administrators  dedicated  their 
spring  break  to  service  and  were  transformed  by 
the  experiences  they  had  and  the  people  they  met. 
The  service  sites  included:  Baltimore,  MD;  Bay  St. 
Louis,  MS;  Bronx,  NY;  Lansdale,  PA;  New  Orleans,  LA; 
Philadelphia,  PA;  Washington,  DC.

Midnight  Breakfast  started  out  innocently,  just  as  every  other  pre-finals 
feast  in  years  past.  But  Mother  Nature  had  a  little  surprise  for  the  Assumption 
Campus  as  sleet  began  to  come  down.  The  power  across  campus  began 
flickering  in  and  out  and  by  10pm  campus  was  officially  without  power. 

Hopeful  that  the  first  day  of  finals  would  be  cancelled,  students  woke  up 
the  next  morning  to  both  a  beautiful  and  terrifying  scene.  Many  students 
wandered  around  campus,  marveling  at  the  renovations  nature  had  made 
throughout  the  night.  The  Assumption  campus  was  covered  in  a  thick  layer  of 
ice;  trees  were  broken  in  half  or  dangerously  bending  under  the  weight.  Cars 
and  buildings  had  been  damaged  as  result  of  wayward  branches.  The 
entire  quad  was  transformed  into  a  wasteland,  even  though  everything 
glittered  and  sparkled. 

Campus  remained  without  power  for  several  days,  upsetting  finals  week  and 
forcing  many  students  out  of  their  dorms.  Students  that  stayed  on  campus 
found  ways  to  cope  with  limited  generator  power,  studying  in  hallways 
or  in  cramped  living  rooms.  Power  finally  returned  to  campus,  finals  were 
rescheduled  and  resumed  and  the  Assumption  community  attempted  to  get 
back  on  track.
